STORY OF ROY SWEETEN 
LOADED WITH COLOR 


A modest man with a big 
idea will be posthumously 
honored in ceremonies Fri- 
day evening, when the main 
hall of Cucamonga Commun- 
ity Center is dedicated as 
‘““Sweeten Hall’. 

The story of Roy Sweeten, 
whose $1,000 bequest was the 
nucleus for a community- 
wide effort in establishing 
the community center, is the 
story of a man so modest 
few realized his contribution 
to the community and his 
financial success in life. 

“Sweeten Hall’’ will bear 
witness to his achievements 
to future generations, but 
probably few will ever know 
much of his colorful life, We 
learned quite a ‘bit about the 
“Old ‘Man’’, as he was known 
for years by his friends, 
from Scoop Foster, present 
publisher of the Cucamonga 
Times who worked with Mr.. 
Sweeten, then publisher, 
from 1932 until the latter’s

The son of an old-time 
Methodist circuft riding min- 
ister, the late Mr. Sweeten

_ lishing the paper when he 
came to Cucamonga in 1917. 

This startling fact is but 
one of the romantic stories 
in the history of The Times. 
The woman, whose name is 
not readily remembered, was 
the second woman: publisher 
of, the Cucamonga Times. 
Needing assistance, she 
sought the services of Mr. 


Sweeten, then a printer in 


Ontario. 


He joined her. at The

A new zoning ordinance is in the making and a 
public hearing on this volumnious and important docu- 
ment is to be held a week from tonight. This proposal 
has been under discussion by the city planning com- 
mission for more than a year. And so next week’s 
public hearing is indicative of progress. 

This community has missed getting new commer- 
cial development due to an ultra conservative policy. 
The proposed Foothill-Euclid development is today 
about where it was six months ago. The proposed 
formation of a downtown parking district is slightly 
further along today than in January — but there are 
still many legal details to be observed. 

A bright spot in the commercial situation is the 
announcement that the Buck property has been option- 
ed by a new firm of developers. If these plans are real- 
ized, a very definite change will be noted in the busi- 
ness activity here. 

The Upland Little league program has been ex- 
panded — and this is a highly important advance in 
the community. Approval of school bond issues dur- 
ing this year is further indication of advancement. New 
classroom buildings are thus assured on the local high 
school campus and also for the elementary grades. A 
new swimming pool is also being placed on the high 
school campus. 

Construction continues at a fairly even pace. New 
houses and new churches dominate the building pic- 
ture. 

The city’s purchase of San Antonio Water Co. 
property for an adequate dump site is another point 
of progress. This will eventually result in solution of 
the “smoke problem” that has hovered over the com- 
munity for years. 

And so, steadily, the’ city officials and many in- 
terested citizens are guiding the growth of the com- 
munity and facing the many challenges that come 
with “opportunities to change.” 

Changes do not always mean improvement. It is 
up to the community to see that changes do bring 
advancement.
